How To Plant Daffodils 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS: Set bulbs from 4 to 6 
inches deep, depending on whether soil is heavy or 
light,—deeper if soil is light. It should be moist 
and workable, with some bone meal spaded in, buf 
do not mix manure in soil where bulbs are to be 
planted. Water thoroughly after planting, and mulch 
with peat moss or leaf mould. Then do not water 
again until leaves appear above the ground. Light 
shade is best for bulbs. Narcissus should be planted 
in October and November, to give bulbs a good start.

How to grow Narcissus indoors 


Select the largest size bulbs of Chinese Sacred 
Lilies, Paper Whites, and Soleil d’Or. Use bowls just 
deep enough to hold bulbs upright, and put a layer 
of pea gravel or crushed rock in the bottom. Place 
bulbs on gravel, fill gravel around them so they 
will be firm. Add enough water to just cover lower 
part of bulbs; if too deep in water, bulbs will rot. 
Keep water at original level. A bit of charcoal will 
keep water clean. Store in a cool dark place until 
roots and tops are well developed, then bring out to 
light. Keep them as cool as possible, or they may 
fail to bloom.

How To Grow Gorgeous Long-Stemmed Tulips 


Select only the fargest size firm bulbs. Buy your bulbs early, and store in the refrigerator until November, 
or for 30 days. From mid-November through December is the best time for planting Tulips. Plant in sun or 
half-shade. Spade up soit to a depth of 12 inches and fertilize with bone meal, never manure. Plant bulbs 
at least 6 inches deep; in light soil, plant 8 inches deep. Cover with a mulch of peat moss, leaf mold or 
manure, and give bed a thorough, deep| soaking right after bulbs are planted. Water lightly, to keep surface 


from drying out, until tulip leaves appear—then 


keep bed constantly moist, soaking it oftener and more 


thoroughly than most other flowers. Water must soak down at least six or eight inches to reach bulbs. 
Tulips require plenty of water to produce long stemmed blooms.

How To Grow Fine Hyacinths 


POT CULTURE: Select only the largest Hyacinth bulbs. Pot them in rich soil, 2 to 2/3 of the way 
down in the pot; providing good drainage, either singly in 4-inch pots or plant three or more in 
6-inch pots or bulb pans. Water thoroughly, then store in a cool dark place for at least a month, 
until roots are well developed and top growth starts. Then bring into light, keep at cool temperature 
and water regularly. 


FOR PLANTING OUTDOORS: Plant Hyacinth bulbs in groups in well drained soil, 6 inches deep. 
Water well, and keep moist. Buy only largest bulbs and remove all side bulblets. 


HOW TO GROW HYACINTH IN WATER: Fill vase so BULB WILL NOT STAND IN WATER but 
barely touches it. Keep vase in coolest, darkest place, preferably cool closet or garage; avoid damp- 
ness. Watch water level each week, keeping water constantly just at base of bulb. Keep in dark 
place (usually several months) until flower bud is about 3 inches tall. Expose gradually to daylight. 
Sprouts will turn deep green and flowers develop rapidly. ;
